HER EFORE,and We Charge you, that incontinent thir Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mer- .. 
cat Ciofs of Edinburgh,and the Mercat- Croſſes of the remanent Head- Burghs of the ſeveral 
_ S$hires wir hin this Kingdom; and there in Our Name and Authority make Publication here- 
of, that none pretend ignorance : And Ordains Our Solicitor to cauſe ſend Printed Copies 
hereof to the Sheriffs of the ſeveral Shires, and their Clerks, whem We ordain to ſee the 
lame Publiſhed, and appoints them to ſend Doubles thereof to the Miniſters within their 
Bounds, that upon the Lords day immediatly preceedinę the ſaids days above-appointed, the 
lame may be publickly intimat and read. And ordains theſe pteſents to be Printed.
